You’ll find that many of the 
original workers are still on the 
job; among them are Mrs. Elsa 
Burns, Mrs. Ruth Scaiefe, Mrs. 
Ruthye Pendergrass and Miss 
Ruth Desch. All of these women 
came to Camp Anza through the 
courtesy of the Southern Califor¬ 
nia Telephone Company and 
have had many years of switch¬ 
board experience. 

There is a home-like atmo¬ 
sphere prevailing in the tele¬ 
phone office. They have facili¬ 
ties for cooking, reading and 
resting. This makes it very plea¬ 
sant for the operators who per¬ 
form duties on split and night 
shifts. They’re capable of hand¬ 
ling any emergency and work in 
very close conjunction with the 
Fire Department. 

Back in 1942, when telephone 
operations began, conditions un¬ 
der which these women labored 
almost put them in the pioneer 
class as they had to overcome 
many obstacles, among them be¬ 
ing lack of transportation and 
inadequate facilities. 

When the telephone exchange 
was first opened, their hours 
were from 0600 to 1900, while to¬ 
day the office is on a 24 hour 
schedule.

Books on Soviet 
In Comp Library 

At the time of the opening of 
the huge new Soviet offensive 
several weeks ago, one man’s 
voice spoke up—and it was heard 
around the world. This was the 
voice of Ilya Ehrenburg, corre¬ 
spondent for the Red Army’s 
newspaper, “Red Star.” His 
words were, simply, “We are on 
our way to Berlin.” Berlin heard 
this voice, and shivered. Be¬ 
cause if any one man can speak 
for the entire Red Army it is 
this particular writer. 

Soldiers of Anza have easy 
access to the writings of Ehren¬ 
burg, in the well-stocked library 
at Service Club No. 1. Besides 
his Stalin prize novel, “The Fall 
of Paris,” the library also has the 
book which contains most of his 
war articles written for “Red 
Star.” These articles, ably trans¬ 
lated by the California professor, 
Alexander Kaun, appear under 
the title, “The Tempering of 
Russia.” 

Future historians seeking 
knowledge of the Soviet people’s 
battle against all that Hitler and* 
the continent of Europe could 
throw against them will turn 
time and again to the day by day 
accounts which Ehrenburg so 
passionately has recorded. Be¬ 
sides factual reportage, Ehren- 
burg’s writing goes straight to 
the heart of his people’s emo¬ 
tional experiences. He describes 
not only their heroic actions but 
also the heroic thoughts which 
made these actions possible. 
Reading this selection of his ar¬ 
ticles, the American soldier read¬ 
ily can understand what moves 
Soviet soldiers to make “On our 
way to Berlin” something more 
than a slogan. And the writer, 
Ehrenburg, has played no small 
part in his people’s triumph. 

American writers, too, have 
written about the Soviet Union 
and the Red Army. Excellent 
books are Edgar Snow’s late 
“People on Our Side,” Carroll’s 
“We’re In This With Russia,” and 
Cassidy’s “Moscow Dateline.” 
These books and many more like 
them also are in the camp li¬ 
brary. There is Capt. Kourna- 
koff’s “Russia’s Fighting Forces,” 
and the story o# the epic defense 
of Sevastopol, “The Last Days of 
Sevastopol” is told in the words 
of another Soviet writer, Boris 
Voyetekhov. All these works 
help us to know and understand 
our victorious Soviet allies.

DIGEST OF THE WORLD’S WAR NEWS 1 

“Not just the best trained or the best equipped soldier, but the j 
best informed soldier in the world.”

Europe is rife with rumor as 
silent Adolf Hitler begins the 
thirteenth year of his rule, en¬ 
circled with ever-growing ruin. 
A Nazi military commentator 
sums up affairs with the melo¬ 
dramatic statement that never 
in centuries has Germany been 
faced with a situation so heavy 
with fate. Fate, spelled RUSS. 
The German radio continues to 
tell of civilian chaos inside the 
Reich ^s refugees flee before the 
Soviet onslaught. This onslaught 
appears to be midway in a mass¬ 
ive new lunge along the bee-line 
to Berlin. Moscow dispatches say 
the Red Army hqs raced through 
a blizzard to within 85 miles of 
the Reich capital. The new for¬ 
ward thrust receives emphatic 
confirmation from the Berlin ra¬ 
dio. The Germans acknowledge 
that the Russians have launched 
a heavy armored offensive on a 
42-mile front inside the border of 
eastern Germany. Berlin makes 
the unusual admission that the 
first push has gained appreciable 
ground. The latest direct Moscow 
dispatch asserts that Soviet col¬ 
umns have punched 20 miles in¬ 
side Brandenburg province due 
east of Berlin. 

But of more vital importance 
than any distance to Berlin is 
the crippling blow dealt to Na¬ 
zi war industries last week, 
with the complete occupation 
by the Red Army of Upper Si¬ 
lesia, Deutschland’s Ruhr in 
the east. And farther north, 
Deutschland’s breadbasket, 
East Prussia, has been entirely 
pinched off from the rest of 
the Reich. Red artillery cur¬ 
rently is shelling the Prussia 
stronghold and capital, Koen- 
igsberg. Still farther. north, 
the Baltic port of Memel, un¬ 
der siege for the past three 
months, has fallen to the So¬ 
viets, thereby clearing all of 
Lithuania of Germans. 

Early this week on the western 
front the short-lived Ardennes 
bulge was flattened out of ex¬ 
istence. Latest word of action 
on this front comes from three 
sectors. .The Third army has 
driven nearly a mile into Ger¬ 
many from its new invasion 
bridgehead over the Our river. 
The Yanks are a little over a 
mile from the Siegfried Line piv¬ 
ot, Pruem. Farther north, the 
Berlin radio asserts the British 
are driving to force the Roer 
river 27 miles southwest of Dus- 
seldorf. Toward the upper ex¬ 
tremity of the western fighting 
front, the Nazis are executing a 
fresh withdrawal toward the 
Russian front. Twenty-five per 
cent of the Luftwaffe in the west 
already has been transferred to 
the east. 

Apparently the enemy is 
more concerned with getting 
back to the Siegfried Line than 
in putting up a major stand in 
the west. While no major gains 
of the Allies so far have been 
disclosed, nonetheless the Ger¬ 
mans keep on speaking appre¬ 
hensively of a full-blown Ang¬ 
lo-American offensive which 
may begin at any time. 

The Allies now are explain¬ 
ing the term “unconditional 
surrender” to the German 
home front by means of leaf¬ 
lets dropped over the Nazi 
homeland. Some quarters be¬ 
lieve that distribution of the 
leaflets at this time indicates 
that the Big Three soon will 
call on Germany to surrender. 
A meeting of the three war 
leaders will be held in the very 
near future. Their meeting un¬ 
doubtedly will implement 
Dumbarton Oaks agreements— 
and will serve to dissipate the 
foul stench of defeatism still 
raised by certain spokesmen in 
this country, even on the brink 
of complete victory. 

Meantime, our Japanese enemy 
is claiming new gains on the 
Asiatic mainland. According to a 
Tokyo broadcast, Jap troops are 
establishing a so-called “conti¬ 
nental fortress” along the south¬ 
east coast of China. With this in 


mind, the enemy is said to have 
pushed farther Inland from the 
big port of Swatow at the south¬ 
ern end of Formosa strait. The 
Japs also are reputed to have 
deepened their positions along 
China’s eastern coastal region. 
They likewise are trying to 
knock out Allied aerial bases in 
eastern China, but the Chinese 
high command says that these^ 
attempts are being frus^^ed. 

In the Philippines, flB tri¬ 
umphant marcK on Mamu now 
has progressed to within 30 
miles of that capital. The 
Yanks, rolling aiiead between 
the great Luzon island swamps, 
are approaching the only nar¬ 
row corridor between them 
and Manila. And flanking pa¬ 
trols have swung off from cap¬ 
tured San Fernando toward 
historic Bataan peninsula.

Cue Champ 
To Show Skill 

One of the world’s great pocket 
billiard players — Andrew Ponzi 
of Philadelphia—comes to Camp 
Anza on Tuesday, February 6, to 
reveal the cue skill that has made 
him champion of the world on 
three occasions. His exhibition 
will be held in Service Club No. 
1, at 1530 for all military per¬ 
sonnel. 

Ponzi, one of the most colorful 
and entertaining of. all billiard 
players, won the world’s cham¬ 
pionship first in 1935, when he 
defeated Erwin Rudolph, another 
star touring military and naval 
camps, in a world’s challenge 
match. He won the title again in 
1940 and captured it for the 
third time in 1943. 

Just as an indication of how 
skillful Ponzi is, we can recall 
that he holds the world’s record 
high run for match game compe¬ 
tition, having run 153 consecutive 
balls against Rudolph in their 
challenge match in 1935. Several 
times he has run more than 200 
in exhibition play. In December 
of 1943, defending his title suc¬ 
cessfully against a challenge of 
Irving Crane, Ponzi had a high 
run of 131, and might have con¬ 
tinued except that an impossible 
leave compelled him to resort to 
safety. 

In addition to playing pock¬ 
ets with the best players on the 
post, Ponzi will illustrate the 
fundamentals of good billiard 
play and open his bag of billi¬ 
ard tricks when he appears 
here next Tuesday. He is one 
of the best of the trick shot 
players—his handkerchief trick 
always drawing loud applause. 
In the latter trick, he conceals 
the object halls under a hand¬ 
kerchief and then shoots the 
one-ball into a pocket desig¬ 
nated by someone in the audi¬ 
ence.
